Farmers are both: management and 
labor. ‘‘Last year, Canadian farmers sold 
$9.9 billion worth of farm products. They 
purchased $5.6 billion worth of goods and 
services to operate their farms. They 
control assets worth over $40 billion.’’ 

Mr. Hill said spokesmen for George 
Weston Ltd., admitted recently, they 
started a major project to bring chicken 
into the country which has resulted in a 250 
per cent increase in chicken imports this 
year to some 50,000,000 pounds. ‘They said 
their objective was to have low cost chicken 
to act as a loss leader to get people into the 
store. It was readily admitted that, while in 


-the store to purchase low-priced chicken, 


the customer would quickly purchase other 
commodities at higher prices that would 
justify the loss on chicken. 

Mr. Hill said chains do about 67 per cent 
of the retail food business in Ontario, and 
this allows them to exert tremendous 
pressure on processors and smaller grocery 
manufacturers. ‘‘The history of chain 
stores shows they gobble up_ their 
competition so it doesn’t matter who you 
buy from in the end.’’ Mr. Hill said, 
Weston owns 17 retail outlets including 
Loblaws, Busy-B, Red and White, Superior 
Stores, and Shop Rite. 

‘‘Loss leaders are morally dishonest. 
They sucker people into entering a 
particular store in search of a bargain. 
They mislead consumers into thinking that 
this particular store provides generally 
higher values. It lulls them to believe that 
this store has moderate prices. But once 
lured into the-store, the unwary consumer 
is then rabbit-punched with higher prices 
on other products cunningly located and 
seductively packaged. 

“It’s quite clear that strong, effective 
marketing boards are the only defence the 
farmer has in such a market. As an 
individual, he’s powerless. Farmers want 
to get their income from the market place. 
If this is to be a reality, then strong, 
effective marketing boards remain a 
necessity. Ontario farmers have been well 
served by their marketing boards and their 
importance will increase in the years 
ahead.”’

MOST Canadians are pretty 
long-suffering: We seldom 
take to the barricades, set fire 
to the flat, or hurl bricks at 
the police.

Canadian men put up with 
nagging wives for years, and 
accept it, on the whole with 
meeknéss. Nowadays wives 
not only nag, but they are, 
many of them, the crudest of 
materialists and the most mili- 
tant of women’s libbers.

~ meals in highway restaurants, 
vow we'll never go back, and 
stop at the same place next 
time, hoping for a miracle, 
only to be served the greasy, 
badly-cooked food and 
watery coffee we got last time. 

Weare humble and contrite 
when some jumped-up pip- 
squeak of a civil servant, or 
some ulcerous creature in an 
employment office, tells us we 
haven't filled out the form 
properly. Se, 

Maybe we deserve it. May- 
be it’s time we reared up on 
our hind legs and started 
bitching about all the second- 
rate goods and third-rate ser- 
vice that are shoved at us. 

Maybe it’s time we started 
yelling, and causing public

Snow had come as usual in October, 
sleighs were out bringing in the yearly 
freighting but the Christmas bales 
for the mission did not arrive! November 
began mail inquiries. Yes, the usual toys 
had been shipped but why were they not 
arriving? December, and just two more 
mail deliveries; 60°small children in the 
residential school. and many more Metis 
and homesteaders’ children without gifts. 
The ideas was simply unthinkable! How 
could one put Christmas morning out of 
Even the Hudson’s Bay 
‘outpost and the free trader's store together 
could not provide one small gift for each 
little soul. =~ 

The last freight before the 25th was 
délivered with no trace of the missing toys. 
Something must be done! The mission 
team and caboose were hitched up and the 
Rev. Cathcart and his teamster set out in 
45 degrees below zero weather to solve the 
dilemma... The. 60 miles of trajl to the 


nearest railway siding would take at least 
two days. That is if everythi g went well. 


Once at’ High Prairie, the telegraph 
began clicking. Results began returning. 
Several stations up the line, a new agent 
said he had freight for St. Andrew’s, 
Atikameg which no one was picking up.

_ Weddings, in December were traditional 
in the White family for many decades. 


These took place from 1860-1927. . 


Christmas and a wedding anniversary were 
synonymous. 

The outstanding wedding anniversary 
that this senior citizen recalls was that of 
her paternal grandparents, Mr. and Mrs. 
William White, nee Catherine Skinkle, on 
Dec. 1910. The greetings given this elderly 
couple, making their golden anniversary, 
by the guests on arriving were: Happy 
anniversary and Merry Christmas. A 
number of the guests had been at the 
weddingsn December of 1860 at the home 
of the bride’s parents, also in Percy 
township. 

This anniversary was celebrated with 
four generations present on the farm where 
they had spent all their married life and 
now were walking toward the sunset of life 
pi ie 

ncidentally, there were two houses on 
this 100-acre farm. The grandparents lived 
in thé smaller of the two homes while their 
son John, with his wife Jane and family of 
four children, lived in the larger house. It 
‘was situated on Lot 5, Concession 5, Percy 
township, about three miles west of 
Dartford among the hills of Northumber- 
land County. Ss 

As we were welcomed in this spotless 


home, there was the delicious odor of 


roasting fowl in the large oven of the cook 
stove. 
‘arranged around the walls and homeade 
wreaths of green cedar in the windows with 


the appearance of red berries sprinkled on . 


them. The long extension table was 
centred with a three-tier wedding cake 
decorated with white and gold trimmings. 
This work of art was done by my 
grandmother in preparation for their 50th 
wedding anniversary. She also had seen 
that the plump geese were roasted to a turn 
with home-grown sage in the dressing. The 
plum pudding was in the steamer. 
Grandfather wasn't idle. He had the 
wood box filled with finely-split hardwood 


to keep the house warm and saw that pails — 


of water had been carried from the nearby 
well.for making tea and later for washing 
dishes following the noon dinner. . 

Those coming the farthest distance were 
Mr. and Mrs. John McBride, Millbrook, 
daughters Cassie and Theo, sons Ray and 
Gussie. They came by train to Hastings 
and were met by my father, John White,

sleigh. 

At the conclusion of the dinner, their 
rector, the Rev. Wm. Burns, proposed the 
toast to the anniversary couple, with the 
groom of yesteryear responding.

Inexperienced, he had not. thought the 
time-lapse unusual and besides he had 
never heard of such a place. 

One more day of anxiety, trusting the 
railway to return the treasure’s and only 
two days then until Christmas Eve. 

When the train arrived, the missionary 
and his able assistant jumped into the box 
car to double check that not one small 
parcel belonging to St: Andrew’s should be 
left. The caboose was loaded the home 
journey began, pushing the horses as 
quickly as was safe in such desperately 
cold weather.

Just as we were all about ready to retire 
to the kitthen to make up small packages of 
raisins, dates and figs and large quantities 
of fudge, the dogs began to bark and the 
crunch of the sleigh runners was heard on 
the frosty air. 


Two Santas’ have never received such a 
welcome! While I helped them thaw out 
with hot tea by the old wood stove and the 
farm-instructor fed and bedded-down, the 
weary horses the school staff and their 
visitors worked fast. And fast it had to be 
for we were in the wee small hours. of 
Christmas morning.

Burns then baptised the member of the 
fourth generation present, an infant, and 
great grandson of William and Catherine 
White, Rex Dawe. 

In the early afternoon, the son, John, 
who resided on the homestead, hitched a 
yoke of oxen (three-year-old Durham 
steers) to a jumper, a long sleigh with a 
single runner on each side. Approximately 
eight members of the younger generation 
went alternately and rode around the hilly 
farm, about eight at a time.

Mr. Hughes says cyclamen are grown at 
10 degrees C night temperatures, and 16

The Twelve Days of Christmas - a carol | 


evocative of rich Christmas fare, ofgglum 
puddings, hot chestnuts and the scent of 
ine needles - was a British Victorian 
ireside forfcits game played before 
families took down their Christmas 
decorations. . 

Victorians ‘used the ,carol as a parlour 
game before eating mince pies and Twelfth 
Night Cake and finishing the feast of 
Christmas on the twelfth and final night, 
the Epiphany. ; 

The Twelve Days of Christmas is now 


* accepted as part of the canon of Christmas 


‘carols. But it originated long, long ago as a 
gentle parody by 13th century French 
minstrels poking fun at some solemn chant 
of their day. \ 

The twleve different gifts of the, carol 
are the subject of the Post Office’s special 
Christmas stamp issuc this year. The 
stamps go on sule on November 23. 

There will he one stamp at thg first-class 
rate of 9p and five at the second class 7p 
rate. 

The designer of the new Christmas 
stamps is David ‘Gentleman. He also 
designed the 1973 Christmas stamps 
which were based on the Wenceslas carol. 

The song dates back, as far as the British: 
are concerned, to a thirteenth century 
manuscript kept in the library of Trinits 
College, Cambridge and called *‘Twelft! 
Day’. - 

No-one can say when the carol rose fron 
relative obscurity, but in 1780, a miniatur 
children’s book called ‘‘Mirth Withou: 
Mischief’ published it as a folk-song. 

As a Victorian parlour game, the Twleve 
Days carol involved a test of memory and 


concentration. Players had to five a forfeit 
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The quality goes in before the name goes on” 


if they failed to get the verses right or in 
the correct order. As the carol progressed, 
feats of memory and concentration became 
more severe and players found it harder to 
escape forfeits. 

The carol is common to Britain, France, 
French Canada and America and different 
versions contain a variety of gifts. 

American versions offer bulls a-roaring, 
hounds a-hunting, bears a-leaping, hares 
a-running, wolves a-howling and deers 
a-running. 

Other versions include Limerick oysters, 
goldspinks (goldfinches), grey elephants, 
an Arabian baboon, a papingo-eye 
(peacock) and a goose that was grey. Colly 
birds, meaning blackbirds become calling 
birds of coloured bitds. 

In the British version, the lady of the 
carol would eventually receive twelve 
leaping lord=, twenty-two dancing ladies, 
thirty pipes, thirty-six drummers, forty 
milk maids, forty-two swimmings swans, 
forty-two laying geese, forty gold rings, 
thirty-six blackbirds; thirty French hens, 
twenty-two turtle doves and twelve 

artridges in pear trees. In all, three 

undred and sixty-four gifts - one for each 
day of the year except one...that one was 
saved for the gift of true love. 

Departures from the original wording 
are inevitable, but the spirit of the song 
lives on. It’s a Christmas spirit, of giving, 
and by celebrating: the western world's 
great feast.

More than 100 years ago the great 
American writer Waldo Emerson said 
every generation must write its own books. 
In a world that has since become more 
fragmented and specialized it may be said 
each segment of our population must 
examine its own heritage. 5 

College with a Purpose - Kemptville is a 
book about farming and our rural heritage. 
The book traces the College’s growth from 
an‘ uncertain beginning through 20th 
century technoligical innovation and 
political jockeying to its present position in 
the agricultural community. 

It also traces the development of the 
farm community: the introduction of sweet 
clover, the corn revolution, the manage- 
ment and breeding practices among dairy 
farmer to name only a few things. 

Well researched, often academic in tone, 
the book takes on a very human, most 
engaging quality when it looks at the social 
aspects of farming. In 1911 The Globe 
attempted to stem the exodus of girls from 
the farm by urging women to leave ‘‘the 
sweatshops’ of the city for good clean 
country air. In 1913, a Spencerville 
Minister took up the same theme in a book 
called Rural Life in Canada.

Especially in the first section. the book is 
sprinkled with delightful tidbits. The first 
principal at the College was nicknamed

to use your windshield washer 
solution on the outside, but the 
fluid may freeze should it hit

Keep all windows and car 
_lights free of snow, ice and dirt; 
sweep snow from hood so that 
it won’t blow back to the 


windshield when you drive..

Many drivers, especially 
when they are parked on a 
snowy street or lot, experience 
trouble before they get moving. 
Tires may fail to find traction 
on an icy patch, in hard- 
packed or deep snow. If you 
are trying to move from such 
a spot, don’t depress the gas 
pedal and ‘gun’ the motor; 
that may work once in awhile 
but more often. it will not. 


Too much motor effort will. 


make wheels spin, may turn 
snow into ice, or dig you deep- 
er into a rut. Instead, try 
moving off slowly (in second 
gear, if you have a manual 
transmission); tires will grip an 
icy surface more effectively 
when the engine is providing 
gentle power. In snow, you 
may sometimes find it effect- 
ive to ‘rock’ the car, back and 


- forth, to obtain traction. (How- 


ever, it can harm the trans- 
mission if done carelessly, so 
do it only when essential). In 
deep snow conditions, try, to 
leave a generous space in front 
of your car when you park it. 
Before driving, turn your front 
wheels a few times to clear a 
space but have the wheels 
straight, if possible, when you 
try to drive off.

- conditions, carried out by safe- 


ty couricils and others, and on 
data produced by safety coun- 
cils, automobile associations, 
insurance companies and Va- 
rious provincial transportation 
departments. This is the second 
of a four-part-series — Your 
Guide to Winter Driving. 


When you drive off, for the 
first time in a day, move slowly 
to get the ‘feel’ of the road 
and the way your car reacts to 
the conditions, says, a report 
on winter driving from Ford 
of Canada. — 

” Choose a ‘safe, open area, 
before you reach the first 
intersection or get into heavy 


-. traffic — to try the brakes, to 


check how* the car is steering. 

Anticipation, in winter dri- 
‘ving, is half the battle, Says 
the Ford report. You can mi- 
nimize danger and other prob- 
lems by. watching the traffic 
well ahead, by anticipating 
what may happen, by changirlg 
your speed or direction grad- 
ually and carefully. 


SAFETY BELT. 


And wearing your safety belt 
— always important — is espe- 
cially so in winter. 

Here are some specific tips 
for greater safety: 

1) Try to keep your car 
moving steadily, once under 
way, to maintain traction, 
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from the Manag

avoid abrupt turns, changing of 
lanes, sudden acceleration and 
braking. 


2) Excessive speed at any . 


time is dangerous — especially 
so in winter. Wintry conditions 
may suggest half the posted 
maximum speed. Canada Safe- 
ty Council tests show that, on 
glare ice, with the temperature 
around Zero Celsius (32 Fahren- 
heit), at a speed of 35 m.p.h., 
you will need 466 feet or 
about 31 car lengths in which 
to stop your car; that compares 
with 45 feet or three car 
lengths on dry asphalt. 

3) Watch for spot hazards 
‘or “temperature traps.” - Learn 
to spot the following: shaded 
areas where ice may remain 
after it has melted elsewhere, 


Weridge decks where ice may 


form first because of cold air 
on the underside. Don’t forget 
that ice is about twice as 
slippery when the temperature 
is near the freezing point than 
it is when the thermometer 
registers minus 18 Celsius, 
(Zero Fahrenheit). 

4) Should you have to stop 
in a hurry, don’t hit the brakes 
hard and suddenly. Pump the 
brake pedal up and down, 


in a gentle stutter motion, to 


stop more quickly and to 
_ maintain steering control. 

5) If your car should go into 

a rear-end skid, release the gas 

pedal and steer in the direction 

that the rear of the car is 


sliding. Don’t brake. When the - 


car comes out of the skid, 
it may slide in the opposite 
direction because you may 
have over-compensated. Do the 
same thing again, trying not to 
over-react. As the car straight- 
ens. out, then you should 


straighten the front wheels. 

6) Should your car begin a 
straight-ahead skid while brak- 
ing, release the brakes, then re- 
brake gently (up-and-down

What about a serious emer- 
gency, when you're snow- 
bound, caught in a blinding 
blizzard? 

Here are some things to do 
and others to avoid, according 
to the winter-driving report: 


SNOWBOUND 


If you’re stuck, don’t sit in 
the car for a long period with 
the windows up tight and the 
engine running. Carbon mo- 
noxide — an odorless, taste- 
less gas, present in the exhaust 
system — is dangerous if too 
much is inhaled. Roll down a 
window. when you must stop, 
just to be safe. 

In country driving, you may 
encounter a blinding storm, 
even a ‘whiteout’ when visi- 
bility drops to almost zero. 
If you’re snowbound, don’t 
set out on foot even for a 
short distance until the wea- 
ther improves, and you can 
safely reach a telephone to 
summon help. 

Always turn on your emer- 
gency flasher lights when you 
are stopped; place flares about 
120 paces from your car to 
warn other traffic. 

If you have skidded off the 
roadway and the rear of the 
car is in a snowbank, clear 
snow away from the tailpipe 
so that. exhaust fumes don’t 
enter the car. 

When you are snow-stuck 
but not Stalled, get out your 
shovel, dry.sand or a piece of 
mat — to clear the wheels and 


help them obtain traction. se 


you need help at roadside, raise 
the car’s hood and tie a white 
cloth on the radio antenna or 
left door handle as a signal for 
help to other motorists.

Marmora Hydro Increases Rates 


The Marmora Hydro Commission announces that they have requested approval 
from Ontario Hydro for a retail rate increase of 17.3 per cent to become effective 
with all bills issued on and after March 1, 1977. 

Ontario Hydro has increased the cost of bulk power purchased by Marmora by 
more than 30 per cent. The full magnitude of this increase could not be absorbed 
without an increase in the retail rate level. By careful planning of expenditures 
during 1977, and bearing the inflationary costs in other expenditures as well, the 
overalWincrease in retail level is being held to slightly more than 17 per cent. This 
“increase is within the guidelines established for utilities by the Anti Inflation 
Board.

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Car Prices 
Hold the Line 


Moderating price increases 
in the automotive industry are 
saving consumers millions of 
dollars. The price of new cars 
and the cost of maintenance 
and insurance have all been af- 
fected by the Anti-Inflation 


Board. 

General Motors recently an- 
nounced the average selling 
price of its cars had been tem- 
porarily frozen and the other 
manufacturers have made 
similar. announcements. It. is- 
estimated .that these pricing 
actions by all manufacturers 
could save Canadian con- 
sumers as much as $100 mil- 


lion during the fourth quarter 
of 1976 on sales of cars and 
trucks. 

General Motors _ pricing 
usually sets the pattern for the 
entire industry and its current 


.@pricing seems to be having that 


industry-wide effect. The pric- 
ing steps were taken by G.M. 
to ensure they would satisfy 
the Anti-Inflation regulations. 


Increases in the prices of 
automotive parts and labor 
have also been moderated by 
the AIB through application of 
the wage and price regulations. 
Moderating labor costs mean 


the consumer isn’t paying as 
much for a new car or for re- 
pairs on his car as would have 
been the case had there been 
no wage control program. 

The pre-controls inflation- 
ary increase in the price of 
auto insurance has also. been 
restrained by the AIB. Al- 
though insurance rates have 
increased an average of about 
15 per cent this year, this 
figure would have been more 
than 20 per cent without the 
restraining influence of the 
Board, according to spokes- 
men for the insurance indus- 
try. 


While the price of gasoline 
has gone up in keeping with 
government energy policy to 
allow crude oil prices to rise to 
world market levels, the in- 
crease in the price of gasoline 
would have been greater with- 
out the existence of the AIB. 

Price increases related to 


marketing and distribution of 


oil and gasoline have been 
closely monitored by the AIB 
to make sure that these price 
movements reflect only cost 
increases.

There are-two kinds of 
capital: debt and equity. 
Debt capital is a loan secured 
by fixed assets — a building 


_ or machinery. Equity capital 


is the owner’s permanent in- 
vestment in a business. When 
a handyman starts up, using 
savings to buy tools, that 
constitutes his equity. If he 
borrows to finance his truck, 
that is debt capital. 


Another man decides to 
start a retail business. He 
uses his savings to draw up a 
business plan — surveying 
the market, looking for pre- 
mises, talking to suppliers, 
estimating costs and profit. 
He is making an initial equity 
investment!

Now he needs additional 
equity to pay rent on the 
premises, to buy stock, to 
pay wages and operating 
costs until the business gene- 
rates a flow of cash. When 
taxes were low and people 
could accumulate savings, 
he would have looked to 
local investors for this kind

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of seed money. Their return 
might have been a share of 
ownership in the venture. 
Their risk capital supple- 
mented the proprietor’s own 
personal investment.

But local capital has either 
been taxed away or diverted 
into government pension or 
retirement schemes.

cannot therefore take unse- 
cured risks. 


To overcome the diffi- 
culty of financing new ven- 
tures, risk capital must be 
made more readily available. 
Ottawa must take the lead 
with tax incentives to indivi- 
duals, businessmen and finan- 
cial institutions. To increase 
availability of long-term 
loans, the Canadian Federa- 
tion of Independent Business 
has recommended an aggres- 
sive program of federally- 

nteed loans adminis- 
tered by the chartered banks.

The freedom of the press to print truths 
inpalatable to those in authority was firmly 
established in Canada, on January 1, 1835. 
On that date the famous letter signed ‘‘The 
People’ was published in the Nova Scotian 
newspaper. The editor, Joseph Howe was 
promptly arrested and c arged with 
criminal libel. 

Howe had accused the magistrates of 
Halifax ofjhaving ‘‘taken from the pockets 
of the people, in over exactions, fines, etc. 
..a. sum that would exceed 30,000 
pounds...and from the poor and distressed, 
at least one thousand is drawn annually 
and pocketed by men whose services the 

‘country might well spare.’’ He promised to 
prove his charges. 

Joseph Howe who became one of 
Canada’s greatest statemen, fought his 
own case in court because no lawyer would 
dare to defend him. He spoke eloquently. 
for six hours and the jury took 10 minutes 
to declare him not Hy.

Howe's acquittal resulted in the 
resignation of all Halifax magistrates and 
iauche him on his’ career as a politician.

The ‘‘Voice of Nova 
Scotia’’ he devoted his energies to the 
struggle for pap gaps government, the 
development of railways and against 
Confederation. 

Elated by his acquittal he wrote in one of 
his famous letters: ‘‘The verdict is most 
important to all-the Colonies, as it fixes 
principles of the highest value and had it 
gone the other way it would have taken 
twenty years to reverse it. 

‘‘With a heart swelling with gratitude to 
the giver of all good...we announced to our 
numerous readers...that the Press of Nova 
Scotia is FREE. Its independence has been 
established, by the firmness and intelli- 
gence of twelve impartial men, on these 
rational and indestructible principles of 
reason and English Law...while they are 
amply sufficient to guard society against its 
abuse, are essential to the protection of 
this invaluable institution.
